.190^, the fdrst Stop the 'Oi-ty 
protest/oarnival took p-lace bet- 
wean.^OaiA and 6piii at the heart of’ 
Baropec largest finf,incial centre, 
the 'city' of London. This was 
ohe day when suinmor profit.s were 
reckoned up- and, a Lot of then 
are profits frcni death. Some of 
the institutions v/hj oh deal in 
death and armamentsare well knov/n: 
thch BarAe. 3f England, - Barclays Btok 
ana’ the stock exchange, etc, v/here 
they mark’-np the profits. 

About 1500 people turned up to 
the protestxk v/hich was intended 
to show tho links betwoan big 
busines s and war,(not just nuc1car 
v/eapons). The pro-test was open 
and ^festive - an event organised 
without leaders and authority. Peo¬ 
ple Were making efforts to' talk 
to workers in t.he area as v/ell as 
sll’vYing up work by picketing and 

occupying t^e streets. 1

The only violence came from the 
police - 15 5 people who arrived in 
a. 'peace convoy'coach were grabbed 
by the police, beaten up and then 
charged with'assault'. Over 200
